A dispatch from AValtham says: 
A singular coincidence in connection 


with the fatality, was that Mr. Leary had 
his foot taken <iff by a train at tbe same 
place on Dei:. -1, 1S95. 


He- left this city early this morning 


for Lowell, for the purpose of buying an 
artificial leg, and on returning he met 
with the accident which resulted in his 
death. 


Pie came from Boston on the train 


that leaves there 
at r».4'J p. m., ar- 


riving here about 6.23. The train runs 
on the Wutertown branch, and on reach- 
ing this city runs around what is called 
the "Y" and then backs up to the sta- 
tion. 


It is thought tbat this must have puz- 


zled the postmaster, who attempted to 
alight before the train stopped. 
Ho fell 


and was dragged about 100 feet. 


His right arm was cut off near the shoul- 


der and he received other injuries of such 
u serious nature that death ensued before 
he was picked up. 


Timothy' Leary was one ot Waltham's 


best known citizens, no man being held in 
higher esteem. Born and . raised in the

I caught the Cuban craze in New 


Orleans and falling in with an insurgent; 
agent named Suaiido, proceeded to Tampa 
in a little oyster boat, which was ballas- 
ted with guns and -ammunition Three 
American filibusters were put on board at 
Tampa and then we made for Cuba land- 
ing in an obscure corner ot the island. 


Upon my arrival I started off alone and 


found everything peaceable until the 
northern portion was reached. On Dec. 
2:i, I was arrested by Spanish troops in 
Quivican and was placed in a musty old 
den called a keep. There were two other 
Americans in the place, at least one 
American and one 
German-American. 


They claimed to belong in Chicago. They 
had been caught when fully armed after 
a skirmish and were waiting to be shot 
without tho formality of a trial. Their 
names were Jim AValsh and Bernard 
Cloisen. They were shot on the morning 
of Dec. 2-i and I spent a very merry 
Christmas as the keeper got drunk and 
forgot to feed me. 
AVhen Gomez took 


the town I was released iand_have -been 
with the "Cubes" ever since.

Gomez's last sweep, the army poisoned 
all wells and water supplies.

But Scarcely Had They Gone Away When 


The Whole Embankment yell. 


The committee ou streets went to First 


street yesterday and looked over the part 
reported as dangerous by the Lowell, 
Lawrence and Haverhill railroad. 


They thought that there might be a pos- 


sibility of danger and decided that some 
repairs were necessary. 


A plan was decided upon to avert all 


danger. 


The brow of the. precipice was to be re- 


moved or propped up so there would be 
no danger of a landslide. 


The committee returned confident that 


all was well an 1 that in a week or two 
.First street would be all right. 


The wind arose and the rain poured 


down in torrents, the snow on the streets 
and the hills melted and flooded the val- 
eys. 


Torrents passed along the gutters to the 


catch-basins and to the river, anywhere to 
find an outlet. ' Car travel was almost 
suspended on account of-tlie waters rush- 
ing along the streets. 


The sudden thaw loosened part of the 


precipice on First street and down it came 
into the street. 


First a few rocks tumbled down, but 


late in the night a large fragment of earth 
from the brow o£ the precipice.rolled into 
the road covering the car tracks with tons 
ol earth. 


1 Jfobody Happened to be near at the time 


and fortunately no car was passing and so 
the danger of fatal accidents "was averted. 


It is now in order for the street com- 


mittee to revise its clans and provide 
against future landslides from this danger- 
ous precipice. 


They are all thin, very little fellows, very 
excitable and ferocious. 
They fight in 


bands of about 400 under a chosen leader 
and I believe that there are fully 75 of 
these bands on the island. .You don't 
know how much I would give for a drink 
of good old driven well water, the water 
is so miserable here. 


• All the good wells have been poisoned 
and swamp water is what we drink. 


There are 70 cases of "Yellow Jack" 


here and the Cubans who are acclimated 
believe that the rainy season will kill off 
all the Spaniards. This is a grand place 
—to keep away from. 


Food is as bad as the water and very 


scarce at that. 


I think that a lot of unnecessary cruelty 


is being practiced by both sides on the in- 
habitants of the various towns which have 
been taken. There is too little discipline 
among the insurgents and too much bad 
feeling on the royalist side when a town 
is being plundered. Neither side can gain 
very much by burning down whole streets 
of cottages over The heads of the harmless 
inmates, not to speak of the wanton de- 
struction of furniture and the coarse—- 
sometimes brutal treatment of the %voinen 
and young girls. I have seen an old wo- 
man whose two daughters had been taken 
from their blazing house and brutally as- 
saulted in the open street by a band of Cu- 
bans, I have seen her stand half naked on 
the roadside and curse every man in turn as 
they rode off and I have seen a Spaniard 
shot while prodding a woman with a 
sabre to forcejier to answer his question. 
Spain has much to answer for—enough to 
answer for in fact, without seeking to 
add to her record of cowardly deeds in 
time of war, by continuing the conflict. 


"NYe are now near the Galazo plantation, 


not far from tne boundary line of this 
province, Pinar del Rio. Fresh expedi- 
tious have been arriving almost every 
day. 


I don't know how on earth they are 


landed, but they get there, and now and 
then a mule train of arms and ammunition 
arrives from the coast.- 


Gen. Maceo, Leader Varena and Leader 


Carinas form a union here and besides 
keeping open a march to Havana pro- 
vince, they manage to bring troops and 
supplies from lauding places. 


The news has been given out that Gen. 


Weyler has been appointed captain gener- | 
al and is coming here with a small army, j 
Maceo believes that America will Inter- 
fere in behalf of the insurgents. 


The poor little island is all battered up 


and blood stained—every plantation has 
been burned and the crops destroyed. 
Quite a large number of the field hands 
have joined the insurgentc, while many 
more were saved from, starvation by a few 
bullets. I hear that Havana city is in a 
state of starvation. -As soon as we join 
Gomez again I am going to try and -work 
a permit out of Mm to return on .one of ! 
the boats that brings recruits here. This i 
hope is my chief comfort at the present 
time, but if defeated, I will seek the alter- 
native of sharing in the anticipated vic- 
tory of the insurgents and the firm, estab- 
lishment of the Cuban republic. 


Mr. Eartlott In Utah. 


E. T. Bartlett of this city who is on a 


business trip in the far west writes from 
Salt Lake city he has seen for the first 
time "the 4th. of July in January," as he 
described the celebration there of the ad- 
mission of Utah as a state. He attended 
a service at the mammoth Tabernacle 
which holds 13.000 persons, and - heard 
singing by a choir of 500 voices. He saw 
bathers at Glenwood springs' at a temper- 
ature that would be suitable to New Eng- 
land in August, and at the same time had 
a view of snow capped mountains.

NEW BIUTAIN, Conn., Feb. 7.—A bridge 


on the New England railroad over tho 
Pequnbuck river, near Bristol, collapsed 
about U o'clock last night, carrying with 
it 20 workmen, of whom 13 are believed to 
have perished. 


The fierce storm which swept over the 


stale played havoc with Now England 
bridges, and the swollen waters of the 
Pequabuck river threatened to carry the 
bridge away. At5 o'clock a special wreck- 
ing train with 40 men left East Hartford 
and were put to work on the new bridge 
which the company is building over tho 
river, and which is almost completed. It 
was intended to put the new bridge in 
fihnpe tit once so that trains could cross 
tho rivur. The old bridge was .declared 
unsafe about 4 o'clock, and since then no 
trauis have crossed the river. 


Twenty workmen were put to work on 


each bridge. About H o'clock one of the 
foremen, John Barry, called the 20 meu 
ou Ilie old structure toward the center to 
assist iu tearing up the ties, which were 
wanted for the other bridge. 
The weight 


of thu men was too great for the bridge, 
und without hardly u. moment's warning 
it collapsed, precipitating IU or 1? of the 
men into the raging waters of tha river. 
Three or four were caught by falling tim- 
bers and seriously Injured. 
Thijeu man- 


aged to cling to fragments of ifrd 
bridfzo 


and were rescued by a number of their 
comrades, who rushed over from the new 
bridge as soou as they realized the exteuG 
of the disaster. _ 


Desperate Struggle For Ufe. 


The tottering condition of the remain- 


ing portions of the', old bridge rendered 
the work of reaching the men impossible, 
and had * bout been available, nothing 
could have held it against the nmd rush of 
the waters. The unfortunate men in thu 
water attempted to seize sticks and por- 
tions of the abutments. which had been 
broken loose, but not more than five or 
six were successful. • The'others were car- 
ried down stream,-and were quickly lost 
to sight in the darkness. 


Two men were able to swim ashore, but 


fell exhausted as soon as they reached 
land.; John Barry, the foreman in charge of 
tho old bridge, was extricated from tho 
mass of wreckage and debris which col- 
lected where tbe bridge gave way, and 
was found to have been badly -wounded. 
He and »he other rescued men .were taken 
to farmhouses nearby and cared for. The 
foreman wits unable to give the names of 
the men who were on the bridge with him 
at the time. 


As soon as the railroad officials were 


notified of the collapse a special train was 
sent out from Ease Hartford with two 
Burgeons and another gang of wreckers. 
A gang of 20 men rigged impromptu rafts 
and scows, and began u search for tho 
bodies. Others were sent down both sides 
of the river to see if anyone had been for- 
tunate enough to reach the shore. At c 
late hour no more bodies were found, and 
ic was the general opinion that the men 
had no chance of reaching the shore alive. 


Ac midnight 11 persons were still among 


tho missing. All are members of the con 
struction gangs from Hartford and East 
Hartford, and were residents of those 
points. 


The men were taking up iron rails on 


the old bridge when the accident hap- 
pened, and were passing them across to 
the new structure. 


A gang was working on each end, and 


by some misunderstanding, it is supposed, 
all (if them were called to the center oC 
the structure. Their weight, with tho ex- 
traordinary rnsh of the currenc, is sup- 
posed to have directly caused ti.3 fall ot 
the bridge; 


Pequabuck river empties into Plainvillo 


po:id, three miles below the bridge where 
the fatal accident occurred. It is expected 
that many of the bodies will be found 
there. 


It is expected that the new bridge will 


be ready for travel in 43 hours. A.H trains 
are stalled on the New England road by 
many washouts west of Plainvillo.

town state prison, to say nothing about 
several terms thac be served in-the house 
of correction. 


According tn Chief Inspector,, Watts, 


this famous ''crook" has served S7 years 
of his life in prison. Ho is about 50 years 
old. 


Sheppard has a record seldom equaled 


by any criminal. His right name is John 
Mahony, but'for years he has been known 
to the detectives throughout the country 
only as "Jack Sheppard." He gained this 
soubriquet on account of his facility for 
breaking jail. 


While servinga tire-year term in Charles- 


town Mahony wrote a long and interest- 
ing-account of his career, and told in de- 
tail the causes which led him into evil 
ways. This article was written in 1870, 
'when Mahony was but 26 years old, but 
he had already had u long experience in 
crime. In shows that he could handle u 
pen with almost as much facility as he 
could a jimmy. 


It seems that Mahony was born bad. 


As a schoolboy he was a babitual truant 
and a terror to his teachers. The son of 
a teacher of a French boarding school on 
Long Island gave him his flrsc lessons in 
iniquity and taught him to chew tobacco. 


He has been in over 30 state prisons, and 


has made his escape from seven. 
When 


but a boy he escaped from the Tombs in 
New York, and years afterward he pried 
off a door in tho New York police head- 
quarters and got away. 


Some o.f his most clever thefts have 


been committed by his assuming the guise 
ot a clerk, wearing a linen duster and 
carrying a pen back of his ear. He would 
tell a driver of some big truck that there 
was a mistake about one invoice and mako 
the driver accompany him into a building. 
He would give tho driver the shake, and 
meanwhile Jack's accomplice would drive 
off the vehicle and its contents.. 


Wholesale Theft*. 


His first record in this city began as 


far back as March, 1S66, when he was ar- 
rested in Boston; for stealing a truckload 


'. of broadcloth, valued at $5000. For that 


offense he served five years in the state 
prison. 


After serving his1 time in this city ho 


went to New York, and shortly afterward 
was arrested there for a robbery. He made 
himself famous at that time by escaping 
from New York police headquarters. 


In September, 1S75, he received a three- 


years' sentence to the Eastern penitcn- 


prize in the recent visit of the Burkes to 
Lawrence.

in 
the pursuits of peace.

away with discipline and each man would 
come and go as he pleased.

Cicero, Caesar, Cato, Virgil,Marcus 
Aurolius, the AntoniuiilK and the other im 
mortals did not compose Rome.Rather the 
millions which went to make up it 
rubble. And 
the 
standard 
of th 


millions was necessarily low, because th 
mass ot mankind in all.ancient states was 
ignorant and superstitious. What is true' 
of Rome is true olso of all the other 
peoples of Europe until the dawn of the 
15th century. From the period of bronze 
they passed to the period of iron, and 
from mutual slaughter to mutual suffrance. 


The standard of the civilization of me- 


diaeval Italy is not, as may seem to the 
superficial observer, the standard set by 
the genius of its artists, from Cimabue 
to Angelo; nor the genius of Dante and 
Petrarch; nor the moral genius of Savan- 
arola: nor the wisdom and sagacity of the 
De Medici and' Machiayelli: rather by 
the low depravity of the mass of its people'; 
the endless jealousies and strifes of its 
great families; the frequent riots,slaughter 
and confusion. 
The same is 
true. of 


France, Spain, . England and Scotland. 
The feudal system and its burdens; the 
power and arrogance of the nobles ; the 
helplessness of the Serfs,who made up the 
mass of the people ; nor was the business 
and pastimes of the people, because it was 
inevitable it should be so. When men 
live like beasts, they must fight like beasts. 
The motives which urged them to action 
sprung from

of human nature. 
Instead . • of . being 


guarded by the heart and,the mind,—their 
passions and appetites 
benumbed the 


heart and darkened the mind. 


But at the dawn of the IS th century men

At.thig period, bejcau the revival of letter* 


an impossibility. Reason and sound 


judgment, at, length are controlling the 
passions of resentment and intolerance.

ment of the existence of war a spirit among 
the peoples of this generation, let vis next 
proceed to consider his theory ' of revolu- 
tion as apposed •• to evolution. "Can 
people, he questions, be blamed for seek- 
ing deliverance through the quick, sharp 
and withal glorious medium of war?" and 
again—"The people cling to their old 
principles until they become impossible, 
and then it takes an upheaval, p. revolu- 
tion to bring the new principle into 
operation."

scribed as the solid phalanx of the masses 
moving onward in the march of civiliza- 
tion, at a pace commensurate with the 
tate of development of the

and sensibilities of the majority. Bevolu- 
ion the abortive attempt of the masses un- 
der the blind leadership of fanatics.to leap 
a chasm. .Jvo nation ever leaped of a sud- 
Len from a xnonarchial to a republican 
orrn of government.
